resolution creating the Stan'iy com- 
mittee and clothing it with inquisi 
tonal powers which specifically Hm 
ts the inquiry to Eolations "'which 
have not been prosecuted by the ex- 
ccuti\o officers of the government." 
He made the further objection that 
it would be unfair, unjust and unpre- 
cedented for the committee to go on 
as it has been intended when anoth 
er branch of the government was try- 
ing to strengthen its case.,'against 
the defendant corporation."'
